Dear Mr Jackson: 


I just received your wire asking about a 
collection at the ballpark Sunday, I must apologixe for 
not -an J your letter about the same matter before 
now, but I have been out of town a lot, and just did not 
gèt to it. 


You probably have learned by now, The Negro 
Baseball people are not any too cooperative. They do not 
cooperate with each other so you know what an outsider has 


to expect. I will be surprised if u have been able to 
take the collection in any of the parks. After receiving 


your wire I ed Mr Jackson of the YMCA to ask if he had 
arranged for any group to take t collection, He said he 
had not done anything about your letter, as he did not rea- 
lize what the program was, I told him the Meyor had suggest- 
ed him to you, and he was surprised, 


Frankly I do not like the idea of taking col- 
lections at ballparks, I have a collection taken each year 
at our opening ballgame for the NAACP, because it usally is 
having its membership drive about that time, and the program 
is of national appeal, I believ I would prefer making a con- 
tribution to your program if I am able, However we have sev- 
eral more games at home end it may be possible to work out 
something. 


et me know how the program is progressing, 
and if you have had any cooperation from the baseball ownness 
Our baseball does not look very far ahead, maybe we will im- 
prove I hope so, I will be looking to hear from you.
